Colon, Ju ne 7.—Pilot Matthews ran 
h'ls ship, the Taboga, u pon the danger­ 
ou s point of Cu anico, off the coast of 
Los Santos, mistak ing the break ers 
ah ead for a school of sardines, as a 
resu lt of which twenty -three liv es 
were lost and Matthews and Cap­ 
tain Campbell were arrested and are 
h eld incommu nicado here. Officers of 
the steamer Dav id, which has arriv ed 
here, bring details of the disaster. 
Eigh ty su rv iv ors were aboard the v es- 
•el The reef tore a great hole in the 
sh ip ’s bow. 
As the water ru shed in 
th e captain ordered the women, and 
children to assemble in the main din­ 
ing saloon. Then the steamer headed 
for shore. The headway was slow and 
th e confu sion increased. 
The shou ts 
of the 120 passengers were interru pted 
by cries of terror from hu ndreds of 
cattle and hogs aboard. 
Sev eral lifeboats were lau nched in 
safety. 
Then the ship’s largest boat 
was swu ng ou t and rapidly filled with 
women and children. 
A heav y sea 
slapped against it and a ru sh of mad­ 
dened steers cru shed the dav its. The 
boat went down end foremost and only 
two persons in it escaped. 
The captain stay ed aboard u ntil the 
last boat pu t off and was hau led u p 
on the little craft ju st as the steamer 
made its final lu rch. 
There are said 
not to hav e been enou gh boats to ac­ 
commodate passengers and crew, and 
some of the su rv iv ors made their way 
ashore u pon hoards and tru nk s. Two 
passengers mou nted u pon the hack s 01 
bu llock s which bore them fou r miles 
throu gh a heav y sea, to the coast and 
safety . 
Most of the dead were members of 
the leading families of the interior, 
and the sink ing of the ship cau sed a 
storna of indignation here. The*arrest 
of the two officers mentioned followed 
Immediately u pon the arriv al of the 
Dav id.

that they co uld no t be tried fo r alleged 
illegal vo ting in the Blo o mingto n lo ­ 
cal o ptio n electio n last week, is with­ 
o ut pro per legal fo undatio n. 
The at­ 
to rneys, including the pro secuting at­ 
to rney, held that the Pro cto r lo cal o p­ 
tio n law, regulating such electio ns, 
made no pro visio n co ncerning the le­ 
gality o r illegality o f vo ters, and that 
therefo re there were no gro unds fo r 
pro secutio n. 
“If the o pinio n expressed by these 
atto rneys is right,” said the atto rney 
general, “then there wo uld be no thing 
to 
prevent 
either 
the 
Anti-Salo o n 
League o r the brewers’ asso ciatio n 
fro m co lo nizing any co mmunity where 
a lo cal o ptio n electio n is to be held 
and vo ting the co lo nists.” 
“The Pro cto r law expressly sets o ut 
that the general electio n laws o f the 
state shall apply to the lo cal o ptio n 
electio ns where the law' do es no t spe- 
city o therwise. 
This co ntro ls so far 
as the legality o f any perso n vo ting is 
co ncerned. 
As I understand the case, 
there were no gro unds fo r dismissing 
the cases against the students, o n the 
assertio n that there was no law' by 
which they co uld he tried. There was 
an abundance o f law fo r their trials-— 
as much as there is in any case invo lv­ 
ing a questio n o f legal vo ting. 
“I wo uld no t presume to give an 
o pinio n as to the legality o f the vo tes 
cast by the students. 
That w'o uld be 
a questio n o f fact to he determined 
so lely by the co urt o r jury.”
